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erched on the edge of an empty pool, Jason 
Sweers readies himself and his board for 
the big turn. 

Sweers leans forward on his 10-inch by 30-inch 
skateboard, takes a breath and rides the sides of 
the pool. When he comes to the side of the deep 
depression he attempts to try and make a sharp 
turn. He doesn’t make it. He ends up sliding down 
the side of the concrete pit on his well-padded 
knees, skateboard dragging behind. 

Sweers smiles and tries again. 

“It’s exciting. It’s really fun to be in the air with 
your board,” he says. 

Sweers is an avid skateboarder at The Pipeline 
in Upland, one of few remaining skate parks 
designed specifically for skateboarding. A section 
for BMX bike riding was added later. 

He started on his board in the late 1970s when 
skateboarding was the ‘‘in’” thing to do, but he left 
the growing sport for several years only to come 
back to it a couple of years ago. 

Jean Hoffman, who owns The Pipeline with her 
son Don, also has seen the skateboard fancy rise 
and fall. It’s now on an upswing. 

“The kids do pretty much what they want. 
That’s probably one of the best things about 
skateboarding. It’s something a kid can do as an 
individual,” she says. ‘‘We started this park in 
1977, when skateboarding was the in thing, and we 
kept it open through the lean years between 1980- 
82.” 

For years West Valley skateboarders used to 
travel up Euclid Avenue to the San Antonio Dam to 
try the “Baldy pipe” or on Campus Avenue and 
San Bernardino Road to the old swimming club 
pool. Then the park was built. 

“We talked to a lot of skateboarders to find out 
what they wanted in a park. They said they wanted 
a full pipe, which not too many use but they 
wanted it anyway, and vertical walls. | think we 
were the first park with true vertical walls,” 
Hoffman says. 

Business was booming from 1977 to 1979 and 
then the bottom fell out. 
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Either skateboarders lost interest or the poor 
economy left them without the money to use the 
park, she says. 

“| think it was because of the economy. People 
just didn’t have money and the kids didn’t have the 
money to come here or buy their equipment,” she 
says. ‘“‘We had, maybe, four or five kids a day come 
here and maybe 25 during the weekends and that 
was it.” 

But during the summer of 1983, The Pipeline 
conducted a professional-amateur skate series 
and skateboarding was back in the West Valley, 
Hoffman says. 


Now, on any given day, a visitor to the Arrow 
Highway park in Upland may see more than 30 
teen-agers practicing turns and tricks. 

“Those who never skateboarded came out and 
those who had left came back,” Hoffman says. 
“We’ve become the best babysitter in town. But 
we stress here that this is not a learning park. The 
kids need experience and control to practice 
here.” 

“I’d come here five days a week if | could, but | 
usually come here about three or four days a 
week,” says Skateboarder Aaron Williams of 
Upland. ‘‘I like the fun. It’s not like any other sport. 
There’s no team. Before it was just fun and now | 
think skateboarding is becoming a sport.” The 
Pipeline sponsors California Amateur Skating 
League clinics Wednesdays from 6 to 9 p.m. and 
Sundays from 9 a.m. to noon. 


“This park has become a hotbed of amateur 
free-stylists. Many of the kids here have the dream 
of being sponsored by manufacturers. Once 
they’re professionals they can make a lot of 
money,” Hoffman says. 

As Hoffman walks through the park, most of 
the skateboarders greet her with a smile and a 
friendly, ‘‘Hi, Mrs. Hoffman.” But she says she 
doesn’t want to ‘“‘over organize”’ the park. 

“| think we have a good program here. It allows 
the kids someplace to go to channel their energies 
and it isn’t over organized,” she says. 
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Fewer unwanted pets is agency Ss goal

The Pet Assistance 
Foundation is trying to get 
stray animals off the streets. 

No, it is not an animal 
control group or an adoption 
agency. It is anon-profit 
agency which helps finance 
spay and neuter operations. 

The foundation’s philosophy 
is that by Spaying and 
neutering animals there will be 
fewer unwanted pets. More 
than 30 million cats and dogs 
are born each year in the 
United States, according to 
chapter president Millicent 
Wood of Upland, and 90 
percent of them are unwanted. 

Those animals often wind up 
on the street or in animal 
shelters, where they usually 
are put to sleep, she said. 

The foundation has been in 
existence for 30 years, but its 
work has increased 
tremendously in the last four 
years, Wood said. She 
attributes the increased load to 
city growth and increased 
awareness. 

Wood’s chapter works with 
seven West Valley 
veterinarians to provide low- 
cost operations to dogs and 
cats. 


Although the foundation is 
willing to pay for the whole 
operation, it does request a 
donation of about $1 a pound 
for dogs, $19 for spaying 
female cats and $13 for 
neutering male cats. The prices 
include vaccinations. 


The need for the foundation 
arises from a combination of 
ignorance and a lack of caring, 
members said. 


“It’s a bother to take your 
dog (to get spayed or) to keep 
it in while it’s in heat for three 


weeks,” said member Lisa 
Christiansen of Fontana. “A lot 
of people just don’t have the 
money (for the operation).” 

In the cities of Fontana and 
Upland it is cheaper to get a 
dog license if that dog is 
spayed or neutered, but 
foundation members said that 
sometimes backfires because 
people who can’t afford the 
operation then won't get the 
license. The pet assistance 
group hopes to change that. 

Member Joan Amini said 
that when the city of Los 
Angeles instituted a spay- 
neuter program it cut the rate 
of unwanted pets in half over a 
period of about four years. 

“It’s a slow process. It’s 
working, but it’s slow,” she 
said. 

The Upland animal shelter 
charges a $20 deposit for dogs 
and cats it lets out for 
adoption, Amini said. The 
shelter returns the fee when it 
sees proof that the animal has 
been spayed or neutered. This 
practice was made mandatory 
by state law at the beginning of 
January, she said. 

However, many of the people 
the foundation deals with are 
not new pet owners; they’ve 
had pets for some time, Wood 
said. 

“Most of the people that |! 
deal with are people who have 
had their pets for awhile. 
They’re from people whose pet 
is On its seventh litter and they 
feel it’s time to get something 
done,” she said. 

She added that she has more 
requests for spaying than 
neutering because the owners 
of female pets are stuck with 
the unwanted litter.

Upland police wage 
negotiators believe the city’s 
representative has no bargaining 
power, and they threatened legal 
action if no change is made. 

Michael Hannon, legal counsel 
and negotiator for the California 
Organization of Police and 
Sheriffs, appeared before the 
City Council last week to 
complain that Personnel Director 
Mary Ann Reiss is simply a 
messenger and has no authority 
on her own to bargain. 

“She’s sent to meet and 
confer (sessions) with 
instructions. The perimeters are 
made up already and that’s it,” 
he told the council. “If your 
personnel director is simply a 
messenger, we're wasting our 
time with her.” 

Mayor Richard Anderson, wh 
later called the council episode 
“an unfortunate waste of 
everyone’s time,’ told Hannon at 


the meeting that he, too, was 
only a messenger for his groups, 
as are all bargaining agents. 

Hannon represents both the 
Upland Police Officer’s 
Association, which is made up 
of detectives and patrolmen for 
the most part, and the Upland 
Police Management Association. 
Both groups have met with Reiss 
about six times, according to 
Detective Ed Gray, a member of 
the officers’ bargaining team. 

Reiss represents the council 
and reports to it through City 
Manager Lee Travers. 

Later, Hannon said that Reiss 
has not changed her offer to the 
police during the six times they 
have met. 

“She’s seiling:the same 
package she was selling on day- 
one,”’ he said. 

Although descriptions of 
recent offers are not available, a 
December 24 city memo shows 
the city offered the Upland 
Police Officer’s Association two 
options. The first was a one-year 
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testimony as far as should this 
project be approved or not. 
We’re just trying to quantify the 
(environmental) impacts as best 
we Can.” 

People who live in Deer Creek, 
another residential community 
adjacent to the proposed 
development, are taking a 
different approach. 

Mary Pat Liberal, a Deer Creek 
resident, said a letter is going 
around to residents informing 
them of the possible 
development. 

“The main thing we’re trying 
to do is make people aware of 
it,” she said. ‘“‘There’s really 
nothing we can do right now 
except try to get people to get 
letters in. 

“Maybe later, when it gets to 
that point, we might do 
something like that. Right now 
it’s probably not going to get us 








anywhere.”

development as a “low profile 
operation.” 

The mining operations are 
designed to be below ground 
level, Burmeister said, witha 
rock plant constructed ina 
depressed area of ground.

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Upland resolves dispute with school

Spurred by the courts, the city 
of Upland and Carden Arbor 
View School reached a 
compromise last week and 
resolved one of two lawsuits. 

Ontario Superior Court Judge 
Art McKinster heard the private 
school’s case against the city, 
which was filed in September to 
protest a city-imposed curfew on 
school hours. The city had 
ordered the school to operate 
only from 7:30 a.m. to 4 p.m., 
which would have ended its day 
care program from 4 to 6 p.m. 
and interferred with some 
special night programs. 

The judge allowed the school 
to operate after 4 p.m., but 
ordered that it use the south, 
rather than the west parking lot. 

The city has received 
complaints that cars leaving the 
west parking lot after 4 p.m. 
caused traffic problems and that 
headlights from the cars shone 
on one home, City Attorney Don 
Maroney said. Carden Arbor is 
located at the corner of San 
Antonio Avenue and 15th Street. 


The school obtained a 
temporary restraining order 
blocking the City Council from 
enforcing its operating 
restrictions issued for this 
school year. McKinster made 
that order permanent, adding the 
parking lot restriction. 


“It solves most of the 
problems. It gives the citizens 
their lack of traffic problems and 
the lights in the window and it 
gives the school the right to 
have their day care until 6 p.m.,” 
Maroney said. 


“That physical solution may 
not have been apparent to them 
(the council) at the time of the 
order,’ he said when asked why 
the compromise was not 
reached before it went to court. 


“Although we didn’t get 
everything we asked for, we felt 
that it was a sensible middle-of- 
the-road arrangement,” said Bert 
Humphries, a Pomona attorney 
who represented the school. His 
wife, Claudia, is executive 
director of Carden Arbor and the 
couple has children attending 
there. 


He said the school will be 
allowed to use the west parking 
lot for overflow traffic during 
special events three times a 
month. 


A compromise may also be in 
the works for Carden Arbor’s 
second suit against the city, 
which was filed in December and 
is scheduled for hearing Feb. 14. 
The school was also granted a 
temporary restraining order by 
the Superior Court in Ontario, 
preventing the city from

Paving got under way last 
week on the Archibald Avenue 
reconstruction project that has 
business owners fuming about 
lost income.

Construction on the Base Line 
Road to Fourth Street project 
has fallen behind a tentative 
schedule handed out at a 
meeting held Oct. 16 by city 
engineers for business owners 
who would be affected by the 
construction. 

City officials blamed the 
delays on weather and other 
unexpected problems that 
cropped up during the project. 

Janice Ilsley, who operates 
the Christmas House bed and 
breakfast inn with her husband, 
Jay, said she was told 
construction on the portion of 
the road that fronts their

Public hearing on eucalyptus tree preservation delayed 


A public hearing on how to 
preserve blue gum eucalyptus 
trees in Rancho Cucamonga has 
been delayed until Feb. 5 to 
allow the city staff to do some 
more work on the preservation 
ordinance. 


Originally scheduled for Jan. 
15, the public hearing was 
moved back three weeks on the 
recommendation of the planning 
staff. 

At its Dec. 4 meeting the City 
Council discussed the tree 
preservation issue for almost 90 


minutes before directing the 
staff to come up with a clear-cut 
tree removal process for both 
residents and developers. 

Also, the council wants to 
establish a preservation policy 
that allows removal and 
replacement of diseased trees, 
trees that pose a safety hazard, 
or trees that are along public 
roadways. 

The proposed tree 
preservation ordinance contains 
a key phrase perpetuating the 
city’s windbreak system

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Automated garbage collection ahead? 





If Bruce Parker has his way, 
about half of the nation’s 
garbage collectors will be out of 
a job. 

Parker is president of Turnkey 
Container Systems, the Valencia- 
based marketing arm of KBK 
Holding, which makes and sells 
an automated residential trash 
pick-up system. 

Another of KBK’s subsidiaries, 
Kirk Industries, has leased a 
40,000-square-foot plant in 
Upland to mold the plastic 
containers used in the system. 

“It’s a whole new means of 
picking up garbage, and it’s 
beginning really to be taken to 
heart,” Parker said. The system 
requires fewer garbage trucks - 
and fewer workers, thus saving 
cities money. 

In aconventional system, as 
many as three workers pick up 
cans and dump them into a 
compactor or a bin which 
empties into a compactor, 
operated by the driver. 

The automated system 
requires only a driver who goes 
from house to house, sitting 
inside as he operates a 
mechanical arm which grasps 
uniform bins, then dumps them 
in acompactor. 





with half the equipment, said 
Michael Teal, public services 
director. 

“We normally collect 365 
(residences’ trash) per one-man 
truck,” Teal said. “With the 
automated system, we collected 
about 750 stops per day per 
man.” 

But the initial cost of bins — 


$60 to $70 each — is adrawback. 


Teal said a city study on the 
system estimated it would take 
six to seven years for the city to 
recoup that and have a net 
savings with the system. 

Nevertheless, Teal said it 
probably will be recommended 
to the city council when there is 
again a full council. Currently 
two of the city’s five seats are 
vacant, due to the resignations 
of Robert Ellingwood and Gus 
Skropos. 

Parker said the plant on West 
Ninth Street was already set up 
the way the company needed it 
because it was formerly 
occupied by Kip Molding. Kip 
company moved into larger 
quarters in Ontario’s California 
Commerce Center last year. 

He also said the location is in 
“a central area” for distribution 
of the plant’s products, and he 
said the area has a ‘‘good 
employment base.” 

“It will bring probably 50, 


private firms which joined to 
create public KPK Holdings in 
December, began in 1980 with no 
sales. 

KPK now has annual sales of 
about $11 million. 

And the potential market is 
virtually untapped. 

“There are 41,500 cities across 
the country, and only 500 of 
them have gone for this system 
so far,’ Parker said. “‘... And 
cities are always looking for new 
ways to economize.”

challenges. 

Deanna Bowers, nurse for the 
Central School District, said her 
occupation requires that she stay 
abreast of current health issues 
and know how to coordinate a vast 
array of health services. 

Today’s school nurse must be 
on the lookout for communicable 
diseases, unknown to her 
counterparts of yesteryear, said 
Bowers. 

For instance, when Bowers 
cleans up achild’s bloody nose, 
not only must she be concerned 
for the child’s welfare, she must 
also be concerned with her own.

All school nurses have been 
directed to wear rubber gloves 
when treating any kind of bleeding 
wound to guard against the 
modern-day epidemic AIDS. 

Bowers said it has been 
documented that Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndrome can 
be spread through blood to blood 
contact. Thus all schooi clinics 
maintain a supply of gloves for any 
employees administering first aid. 

As she safeguards against 
AIDS, Bowers must also remain on 
the lookout for its symptoms 
among her students. 

Meanwhile, school nurses face 
another chailenge that has risen in 
recent years. As the public has 
become increasingly aware of the 
prevalence of child. abuse in our.

society, the school nurse has been 
charged with the responsibility of 
recognizing the signs of child 
abuse in children. 

‘“‘We are mandated to by law to 
report any suspicion of abuses,” 
said Bowers. ‘‘l have had about 15 
reported incidences since school 
started this year in a district of 
3,000 kids.” 

School nurses are alert to facial 
bruises, belt marks and spanking 
bruises, she said. “If a student 
tells a teacher they have been 
abused, we will look for marks, but 
we won’t conduct the 
investigation.” 

In addition to daily first aid, 
Bowers said she must know how 
to work with community groups to 
provide health care and education 


to students. 

For instance, Central School 
District has acquired the services 
of the San Bernardino Health 
Department to provide dental 
education in the schools. 

Children brush and floss their 
teeth in class every day to learn 
the proper way to keep teeth 
cavity-free, said Bowers. Working 
with children and coordinating 
health education is the real cream 
of Bowers job, she said. 

“For me, school nursing is an 
opportunity for independence,” 
she said. “‘It’s a self-directed 
profession.” 

Unlike nurses in hospital, 
Bowers is not restricted by the 
constant orders of doctors, she 
said. “In the hospital you are

Pinot Blanc has received a 
less-than-rousing reception by 
Americans. 

For starters, it is viewed by 
some people as a white wine 
made from the black Pinot Noir 
grapes (such people are merely 
confusing it with Pinot Noir 
Blanc). : 

Pinot Blanc has nothing to do 
with Pinot Noir Blanc. As a grape 
variety, Pinot Blanc is planted in 
France’s Burgundy district and 
helps to add a bit of richness 

and complexity to the region’s 
Chardonnay wines. 

As avarietal wine, however, 
Pinot Blanc has been largely 
overlooked in the United States. 
It is similar to Chardonnay in 
aroma and taste, although when 
picked fairly ripe the aroma 
diverges by becoming more 
peach- and apricot-scented. 

Chalone annually makes a 
fairly intense Pinot Blanc from 
grapes grown in cool Monterey 
County, but the wine is barrel 
fermented and aged in French 
oak, giving it adepth anda 
richness rarely found in this 
variety. At $12.50 for the 1983

HOLLYWOOD — Maybe it’s 
not exactly something to 
agonize over, but'deciding which 
movie should launch yet another 
fun-filled year of viewing is 
something that at least calls for 
alittle deliberation. 

The decision isn’t all that 
easy, either, one reason being 
that January is not traditionally a 
month in which major studios 
rush Academy Award contenders 
into general release, the thinking 
being that even good movies will 
be forgotten a year hence. Bad 
ones, with any luck, will be 
forgotten much sooner. 

Anyhow, | have concluded that 
the first movie of the year can be 
a harbinger, a conclusion greatly 
reinforced by 1985, wherein | 
blindly and blithely rushed to 
see “The Perils of Gwendoline”’ 
on the first or second day of the 
year. And it was a harbinger, all 
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Chalone Pinot Blanc, the wine is 
probably the most expensive 
Pinot Blanc in California, but 
worth trying. 

When harvested earlier, and 
particularly in cool climates, and 
when treated the way a light- 
styled Chardonnay is handled 
(with not much oak aging), Pinot 
Blancs can have a most 
intriguing aroma, similar in some 
ways to a Chardonnay but witha 
pearlike and tropical fruit 
(sometimes ripe grapefruit) 
aroma. 

| have gotten that feeling from 
some of the Pinot Blancs of 
Buehler in California’s Napa 
Valley, whose approach has 
been to retain freshness at the 
expense of lushness. The wine 
seems to demand bottle aging. 

Another approach is to accent 
the fruit by making certain the 
acid is not terribly high, and in 
1983 Mirassou did that with its 
White Burgundy (which is all 
Pinot Blanc). At $6, the wine is 
good value since it has a slight 
Chardonnaylike feel to it in both 
aroma and taste, yet the wine is 
soft and approachable. 

Another wine made in that 
style is the 1984 Callaway Pinot 
Blanc, which at $7.75 is also a 
good value. It is one of the best 


i ‘Head Office’ — 


right, a portent of a year so 
dismal for movies that it made 
even 1984 seem vintage. Quick, 
now, what was the best movie of 
1984? See what | mean? 

Well, sooner or later a choice 
has to be made, right? | mean, it 
can be delayed but it can’t be 
avoided. So it was that | 
scanned, with some trepidation, 
the movie listings. 

First out of the box, or 
wherever it is such things are 
stashed, this year was what had 
all the earmarks of another ina 
long line of sophisticated 
comedies from Hollywood, a 
tasteful item called “Loose 
Screws,” which promised ‘‘more 
fun than you can shake a stick 
at.” 

Still on the rebound from an 


wines yet produced by wine 
maker Dwayne Helmuth; it is 
clean, fresh, and fruity with 
plenty of acidity. 

Another style was developed 
courageously in 1984 by Randall 
Grahm, owner/wine maker of 
Bonny Doon in the Santa Cruz 
Mountains. He made a Pinot 
Blanc the way one would make a 
Frenchlike wine, such as 
Chablis, and the wine came out 
earthy and austere. | liked it, but 
it was not typical. 

The 1983 Monterey Vineyards 
wine was likewise austere and 
steely, but with airing and at 
room temperature it showed a 
touch of softness. 

| liked the way Chateau St. 
Jean handled its. 1983 Pinot 
Blanc ($9.50). The wine tasted 
like a fine Chardonnay with less 
intensity than most ‘‘buttery” 
Chardonnays. 

Notice that most of these 
wines were made in growing 
regions in California south of 
San Francisco, Monterey in 
particular. The reason has to do 
with the climate. It is cold 
enough to help Pinot Blanc 
achieve its peak of maturity 
without getting too high in 
sugar, which would make a wine 
of too much peach-apricot 
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American tastes cool toward Pinot Blanc 


aroma. 

In talking with wine makers 
from Monterey, | learned that 
most still have faith that the 
public will eventually discover 
the greatness in this wine. 

Jekel Vineyards, in 1984, 
finally came to the conclusion 
that the public wasn’t seeing the 
greatness in its Pinot Blanc, 
which at $8.50 was a good value. 

So the winery decided to act: 
It changed the fabel, changed 
the name of the wine, dropped 
the price — and made it better 
than ever. 

“We have received much 
critical acclaim and many 
medals (for our Pinot Blanc),”’ 
said a press release from Jekel. 
But the press release goes on to 
say that consumers have yet to 
respond. 

“What to do?” the release 
said. ‘‘We have decided to 
introduce a wine made primarily 
of Pinot Blanc, in anew package 
and at amuch reduced price, to 
attract more public awareness of 
Pinot Blanc’s excellent 
qualities.” 

The name chosen for the wine 
is Arroyo Blanc, eliminating the 
word ‘‘Pinot,’”’ which ‘‘many 
consumers associate with a red 
wine grape,” and to identify the 


wine as coming from the 
excellent Arroyo Seco Vineyard. 
(Of course, by adopting the 
Arroyo Blanc name, Jekel has 
created a curious hybrid of 
languages, Spanish and French!) 

Best of all, this delightful 
wine, fresh with the scent of 
pears and a touch of oak, is 
$5.99, and probably will be found 
at about $5 in discount stores. 
An exceptional wine. 

Here are two new wines just 
evaluated that | enjoyed quite a 
bit: 

1984 Olson French 
Colombard, Mendocino County 
($4.50): Pineapply, steely, grassy 
character; soft, slightly sweet, 
and well balanced. A nice wine 
that should probably be found at 
discount shops under $4. 

1983 Louis Martini 68 percent 
Sauvignon Blanc, 32 percent 
Semillon ($6): This is a wine 
without a single varietal 
designation, but using the blend 
of grapes as its ‘‘name.” It is a 
surprisingly good wine, similar 
to adry white Graves from 
France, with the typically 
gravelly, stoney aroma and a 
lean, almost austere taste. A fine 
wine to match with shellfish, 
oysters and mussels in 
particular.

unpleasant illness, | felt unequal 
to the job of surviving such 
unabashed mirth as ‘‘Loose 
Screws” undoubtedly would 
deliver. 

A second possibility was 
something called ‘“‘Basic 
Training” — “you can do it in the 
Army,” goes the clever tag line 
— but if “Loose Screws” could 
be injurious to my well-being it 
would be sheer foolishness to 
risk “Basic Training.” 

For one thing it sounds like a 
laugh-packed farce about life in 
the military, complete with the 
usual roster of zany but basically 
lovable characters, the kind of 
thing Hollywood does almost as 
well as it does, say, teen-ager 
comedies. Almost as often, too.

One man’s whole wheat bread 
is another man’s scorned starch. 


For some reason, wheat — for 
all its bountiful nutrients — 
often is excluded by starch- 
avoiding dieters. Too fattening, 
they say — mindful, perhaps, of 
the butter and mayonnaise with 
which they tend to smother lean, 
innocent slices of bread. 


Now comes a battalion of 
nutritionists, summoned by the 
non-profit Wheat Industry 
Council, to spread the word — 
low-calorie, of course — on 
bread. Among them: Bonnie 
Worthington-Roberts, Ph.D., 
director of the graduate program 
in nutritional sciences at the 
University of Washington. 


You would think a 
spokeswoman for the wheat 
industry would regale you with 
the virtues of whole wheat, 
which contains 40 of the 44 
nutrients naturally obtained from 
foods. 


You would think she would 
echo the words of syndicated 
health columnist Jane Brody, 
who has written that “wheats 
provide more nourishment for 
the people of this planet than 
any other single food.” 


But Worthington-Roberts 
spent much of an interview 
defending the poor, 
downtrodden outcast of the 
wheat industry: refined white 


bread. 


It is, she said, much more 
maligned than it deserves to be. 
After all, figures show that about 
95 percent of the flour used in 
the United States today is white, 
and 80 percent of the wheat we 
consume is refined — stripped 
of bran, germ and other valuable 
nutrients. 


Are we all dying of 
malnutrition? 

“It’s inappropriate to view 
white bread as a total loss,” said 
Worthington-Roberts. “Given a 
choice, | would take whole wheat 
bread, but a fair amount of the 
nutrients are put back into white 
bread after they’re taken out in 
the processing — including B 
vitamins and iron. You’re getting 
a little less fiber and less of the 
micronutrients, namely B-6 and 
zinc. 

“A person on a low-calorie diet 
might not be able to afford that 
reduction (in nutrients). But 
people who eat a lot and burn 
calories can meet their 
nutritional needs whether they 
select white bread or whole 
wheat bread. 

“So what it really boils down 
to is lifestyle.” 

Just how much more 
nutritious is whole wheat bread? 
According to the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, 


enriched white bread contains 55 
more calories per cup while 
supplying roughly half the 
calcium and less than a fourth of 
the phosphorus and potassium. 
Differences in protein and iron 
content are minimal. 


Dr. Donald R. Davis, research 
scientist at the Clayton 
Foundation Biochemical 
Institute of the University of 
Texas, disdainfully labels refined 
wheat products as “similar to a 
mixture of 25 percent whole 
wheat and 75 percent sugar.”’ 


Brody, in her “‘“Good Food 
Book: Living the High- 
Carbohydrate Way” (W.W. 
Norton & Co. Inc.), contends that 
‘‘what is replaced is only a 
fraction of the nutritional value 
that is lost in the refining 
process.” 


Among her findings: 

Refined flour is missing up to 
80 percent of the nutrients found 
in the original kernel. 


The content of 22 vitamins and 
minerals is diminished by 70 
percent to 80 percent. 


The fiber content is 7 percent 
of the original amount. 


That is, indeed, a case for 
whole wheat bread if nota 
condemnation of its white 
counterpart. But most of us — 
because of deceptive labeling — 
have trouble distinguishing the 
genuine article from the 
impostor. 


Here’s a guideline to shopping 
for whole wheat bread: 


The first ingredient should be 
whole wheat, which means that 
at least 51 percent of the flour 
used is whole wheat flour; the 
remaining 49 percent may be 
refined white flour. 

Some products labeled ‘‘100 
percent whole wheat” contain 
other kinds of flour, although, as 
claimed, the whole wheat therein 
is ‘100 percent whole wheat.” 
Only if no other flour is listed 
can you assume it is a 100 
percent whole wheat product. 

Wheat bread is not whole 
wheat bread. It usually contains 
a mixture of about 75 percent 
white and 25 percent whole 
wheat flours, according to the 
Wheat Industry Council. 

White pan bread is the most 
popular bread sold in the United 
States, says the council. It is 
baked in pans, instead of the 
hearth, for a softer crust. The 
council attempts to minimize the 
difference between white and 
whole wheat breads, pointing 
out that while whole wheat ‘‘has 
somewhat more fiber and more 
vitamins and minerals than white 
or wheat breads, the reverse is 
true for other nutrients.” 

Concludes the council: 
“Variety is the best policy. Have 
some different kinds. They’re all 
good for us.”
